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On  Wednesday  February  4th, 
Conroy  Whyte  made  an  announce- 
ment that  he  will  attend  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin.  The  Badgers  gave 
him  a  four  year  scholarship  in  return 
for  his  multiple  talents  which  he  dis- 
played throughout  his  high  school  ca- 
reer. "We  saw  some  of  his  tapes,  and 
we  were  impressed  with  what  we 
saw,"  said  Mr.  Alverez  the  coach  of 
the  Badgers  when  he  was  asked  by  the 
Boston  Herald. 

The  5'7"  160  pounder  will 
head  to  the  Midwest,  as  soon  as  he 
graduates  this  June.  He'll  spend  the 
summer  working  out  with  his  new 
teammates.  Conroy  has  tough  com- 
petition ahead  of  him  but  he  said  he 
is  ready  for  it  and  has  a  lot  of  confi- 
dence. "I  know  there  are  some  people 
who  don't  think  I  can  play  Division  1, 
but  I  am  going  to  show  everybody", 
said  Conroy  when  asked  by  the  Bos- 
ton Herald. 

Conroy  Whyte  was  one  of  the 
most  dangerous  punt  returners  in  the 
state  last  year.  In  only  eight  games  he 
returned  four  punts  and  one  kickoff 
for  touchdowns.  He  has  17  in  his  ca- 
reer. Whyte  saved  his  best  for  last,  a 
53  yard  punt  return  for  a  touchdown, 
to  give  the  Bulldogs  a  24-18  victory 
over  Greater  Lawrence  in  the  Division 
5  Super  Bowl  on  December  7th  at 
Nickerson  Field.

The  all  City  Dance  Company  brings 
together  talented  students  from  many  dif- 
ferent Boston  City  Schools  ivho  are  inter- 
ested in  the  study  of  dance.

Ms.  Yasin 
went  on  to  say  that  she  would  like  to 
offer  this  opportunity  to  the  other 
schools.  Along  with  Laila  and 
Thaddeus,  Dermario  Johnson  is  an- 
other helper  in  the  office.  He  does  a 
lot  of  work  like  photocopies,  calling 
agencies  etc.  "  It  is  a  great  and  help- 
ful program  with  nice  people  working 
for  it.  It  is  like  ivorking  in  a  real  of- 
fice. I  recommend  to  all  the  students 
that  if  they  have  any  problems  to  come 
and  knock  on  the  door  of  the  Legal  Re- 
source Center,"  Dermario  said. 

The  Legal  Resource  Center  is 
not  only  a  law  office  but  it  has  also 
developed  a  Student  Business  Project. 
The  Student  Business  Project  is  a 
multifaceted  program  designed  to  en- 
courage entrepreneurial  activities 
among  high  school  students.  The  Stu- 
dent Business  Project  helps  the  stu- 
dents to  know  how  to  start  a  business. 


"I  would  like  to  have  this  program 
during  the  summer  if  I  can.  I  would 
like  to  have  to  teach  the  kids  about  the 
business  outside  the  city  for  one  or 
two  weeks  so  they  can  concentrate  on 
learning  without  being  distracted," 
stated  Ms.  Yasin.

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Day  Care 

The  Adolescent  Parents  and  Children 
Center  (APACC)  is  a  program  at  English 
High  for  teen  mothers  and  fathers  at  EHS. 
The  day  care  was  started  in  1988  for  chil- 
dren from  ages  two  months  to  three  years 
old.  APACC  is  part  the  YMCA  so  it  is  not 
only  located  only  at  EHS,  they  also  have 
other  programs  like  this  one  all  over  Bos- 
ton. The  day  care  holds  twenty-one  chil- 
dren. The  babies  are  separated  into  three 
rooms  with  seven  kids  in  each.  There  is  the 
infant  room,  the  pre-toddler  room,  and  the 
toddler  room.  APACC  not  only  provides 
day  care,  they  also  provide  parent  coach- 
ing, teen  counseling,  support  groups ,  edu- 
cation about  your  child's  development,  and 
summer  employment .  This  program  aids 
teen  parents  in  graduating  from  high  school. 

The  Comprehensive  School  Age 
Parenting  Program  (CSAPP)  is  a  school 
based  parenting  program.  CSAPP  is  not 
affiliated  with  APACC.  They  work  together 
with  a  Family  Day  Care  which  is  a  home 
based  day  care.  CSAPP  works  with  teen 
moms,  who  do  not  have  their  children  in 
the  EHS  day  care,  to  help  them  find  a  day 
care  that  is  suitable  for  them.  They  also 
help  the  moms  by  giving  them  counseling, 
helping  them  find  a  home  if  they  need  one 
or  just  being  there  if  they  need  someone  to 
talk  to. 

Both  APACC  and  CSAPP  are  very  good 
programs  for  teen  mothers.  They  help  the 
mothers  stay  in  school  and  also  teaches 
them  how  to  take  care  of  their  children  both 
physically  and  mentally.  These  programs 
are  just  another  way  of  English  High  tak- 
ing care  of  its  students.

The  Mediation  program  at  English 
High  School  is  a  form  of 
conflict  resolution  which  allows  those 
who  are  having  a  conflict  to  work  out  a 
solution  with  the  help  of  trained  peer 
mediators.  The  Mediation  Program 
works  hand  in  hand  with  other  disci- 
plinary programs  to  resolve  situations 
within  the  student  body. 


Conflicts  that  occur  over  rumors, 
relationships,  and  racial  incidents  are 
all  common  situations  which,  if  unre- 
solved, can  lead  to  more  serious  prob- 
lems such  as  violence  and  dropping 
out  of  school.  Mediation  sessions  usu- 
ally result  in  agreements  that  effec- 
tively resolve  disputes  by  addressing 
the  underlying  causes  of  conflict.
